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Village faces darker nights 
as street lamps turned off

news briefing 


SOUTH Petherton is among the Somerset 
towns and villages which will have darker 
night skies as street lamps in some areas are 
turned off and dimmed to reduce light pol¬ 
lution and save on costs. 

Phase one of a three year trial has begun 
with street lamps in Brushford, Brompton 
Regis, Chard, Churchstanton, Dulverton, 
Exford, Exton, Keinton Mandeville, Leigh 
on Mendip, Monksilver, South Petherton 
and Winsford being turned off between mid¬ 
night and 5.30am. 

This part-night lighting will reduce energy 
consumption while revealing the hidden 
beauty of the night’s sky. 

Harvey Siggs, Cabinet Member for High¬ 
ways, said: “The first phase of our part- 
night lighting and dimming programme is 
now well underway with work to install the 


necessary equipment nearly finished. 

“The result of this work is that we will save 
money by reducing the amount of energy we 
use, min imising our carbon footprint and re¬ 
ducing light pollution. 

“We’re monitoring the success of these 
trial periods closely and the initial signs look 
very promising. We’ll use the information 
and feedback we gather from these voluntary 
parishes as we move into the second phase 
of the project.” 

Somerset County Council expects to make 
savings of more than £130,000 in energy 
costs and carbon tax payments during the 
three year trial, with further savings being 
made from the annual lighting budget. 

Exmoor National Park is already classed as 
“Dark Sky Reserve” and it’s hoped that this 
move will only enhance Somerset’s reputa¬ 


tion as one of the best places in Britain to go 
and “star gaze”. 

Somerset County Council is responsible 
for 45,000 streetlights and 8,000 illuminated 
signs which consume 18 million kWh of en¬ 
ergy, and contribute to the production of 
10,000 tonnes of carbon dioxide every year. 

The annual cost of electricity for street 
lighting and illuminated signs is approxi¬ 
mately £2million. 

In parishes where there are only one or two 
streetlights they will be removed if the 
parish council, county council and highway 
lighting engineers agree, and where there are 
no objections from the emergency services. 

The part-night lighting is a three year trial 
involving 14 parishes in the first phase. 
Seven further phases will include parishes 
that express an interest. 


Len hangs up his dancing shoes 


CREWKERNE sequence 
dancing group celebrated 
the birthday of their 
leader Len Bluck, as he 
is about to pass the task 
to another. 

Mr Bluck, now 85, took 
on the role on a trial basis 
15-years-ago when the 
previous leader retired. 
Mr Bluck said: “It is 
marvelous exercise both 
physically and mentally. 
My doctor was amazed at 
my good health and 


when I told him it was 
the dancing that kept me 
fit, he wanted me to talk 
to other elderly people 
who just sit in chairs all 
day and get them to real¬ 
ize the benefits.” 

The sequence dancers 
meet in the Victoria Hall 
every Friday from 
1.45pm-4pm and break 
for refreshment half way. 
There are an average of 
35 people aged from 


their mid fifties to mid 
nineties who all enjoy the 
health benefits and the 
social, gentle physical 
exercise and mental stim¬ 
ulation of dancing. 

The positive effects 
was recognised by 
Crewkerne Town Coun¬ 
cil who recently gave the 
group £150 towards ad¬ 
vertising to try and re¬ 
cruit more members. 

The group are also af¬ 


filiated to the Old Som¬ 
erset Sequence Dance 
Association. 

Sequence dancing is 
the same as ballroom in 
that the dancers Waltz, 
Foxtrot and Tango, but is 
unlike freestyle dancing 
which tends to mean 
only a few can be on the 
floor at any one time 
without clashing. With 
sequence dancing every¬ 
one moves around the 
room in a circle using the 



same steps. 

The method was intro¬ 
duced by Billy Butlin at 
his dance festivals and al¬ 
lows more couples to use 
the dance floor at the 
same time. 

The leader’s job is to 
show which dance steps 
everyone will use and Mr 
Bluck said they have to 
constantly learn new 
dances with up to 40 new 
ones being added every 
year. 

More dancers are al¬ 
ways welcome to the 
group and anyone inter¬ 
ested can go along to 
their Friday sessions.

Council refuses major developments 


AFTER a great deal of discussion at 
Ilminster Town Council on Tuesday night, 
the planning committee recommended re¬ 
fusal to the South Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil, on two important planning 
applications which came before them. 

Councillors discussed the redevelop¬ 
ment of the Gooch and Housego property 
in the town centre and the erection of 
housing on land at canal way. 

Town clerk Joy Norris said the Gooch 
and Housego application had been a dif¬ 
ficult decision for the council, which is 
very keen to see the former factory site 
brought back into use, but “regrettably” 
the plans were found unacceptable. 

The council’s refusal was on grounds 
that the only vehicular access to the pro¬ 
posed mixed use development of 14 resi¬ 
dential units and three commercial units 
would be through the double gates to the 
site, which are located near the Market 


House in the busiest pedestrian area of the 
town. 

Concerning the proposed erection of 59 
dwellings and associated works on land at 
Canal Way, there were several concerns; 
over development of the site particularly 
in the area designated for affordable hous¬ 
ing, no play provision for toddlers and out 
of date information on the known flood¬ 
ing of the area and the impact such a de¬ 
velopment could have on other areas of 
the town. 

The clerk also commented that the coun¬ 
cil, although aware that a previous restric¬ 
tion on commercial use only of the land 
had expired , they were still of a mind that 
they would prefer it to be fully marketed 
as such, before housing was considered. 

Another planned housing development 
at the former factory site at Winterhay 
Lane, previously recommended for re¬ 
fusal is currently under appeal.

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Volunteers help police 
in bid to cut speeding 


HUNDREDS of volun¬ 
teers have been working 
side by side with Police 
officers this week as part 
of a national speed 
awareness campaign. 

Community Speed 
Watch (CSW) groups 
held a dedicated week of 
speed checks across the 
force area joined at the 
roadside by traffic and 
neighbourhood officers 
from Avon and Somerset 
Police. 

The campaign was part 
of the National Speed 
Enforcement Week and 
is the first time a co-ordi¬ 
nated forcewide opera¬ 
tion has been run with 
CSW volunteers and 
roads policing officers 
during a week of action. 

The operation saw vol¬ 
unteers and officers out 
in force in areas such as 
Crewkerne, where a new 
Speedwatch group has 
been set up, Frome, Ilch- 
ester, Midsomer Norton, 
Radstock, Williton and 
Winscombe. 

Volunteers carried out 
hundreds of speed 
checks in these towns 
and villages over the 
course of the week and 


anyone caught speeding 
was issued with a warn¬ 
ing letter by Police. 

Officers were also be 
stopping motorists 
caught speeding during 
the CSW sessions and re¬ 
minding drivers about 
the dangers of excessive 
speed in residential 
areas. 

In addition, roads 
policing officers were 
carrying out speed 
checks on some of the 
major roads through the 
force area. 

Chief Inspector Yan 
Georgiou said: “Speed¬ 
ing is one of the four 
main causes of serious 
injuries and deaths on the 
region’s roads. 

“This is why we are 
running a number of ac¬ 
tivities during speed en¬ 
forcement week to 
remind drivers to slow 
down and to raise aware¬ 
ness of the dangers of 
speeding. 

“The week of action is 
also a great opportunity 
to highlight the work of 
the CSW volunteers and 
the hours of their time 
they give up helping to 
make their communities 
safer.” 


Plodding along the Parrett for charity

CHOIR members Steph Berry, from 
Keinton Mandeville, and Dot Walford of 
West Coker, are planning to walk the 
length of the River Parrett, 50 miles from 
source to mouth, passing through Merriott 
amd North Perrott. 

The alto songsters will be walking the 
trail to promote it as a “must do” for other 
walkers and to raise funds for the Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospice South West and for their 
choir, the Somerton based Mid Wessex 
Singers. 

Dot, 68, and Steph, 62, will be “plod¬ 
ding the Parrett Trail” from September 
4th-8th. 

Both women have raised funds for char¬ 
ities previously, Dot by walking 200 miles 
solo across country and Steph by running 
three half marathons, including the Great 
North Run in 2010 and 2011. 

This year they decided to organise their 
own challenge locally to raise money to 
help the Children’s Hospice with all their 
good work helping children the same age 
as their own grandchildren. 


At the same time they are raising funds 
to enable their small, friendly choir to 
continue providing entertainment for local 
people in care homes, sheltered housing 
and Alzheimer's memory cafes as well as 
public Christmas and spring concerts. 

Steph said: “Our start point is at the 
source of the River Parrett at Chedington, 
where, descending from the Dorset hills 
to South Perrott, we soon reach Somerset 
and the 12th century one time Corn Mill 
at Haselbury Plucknett. 

“It is onwards then toward the pictur¬ 
esque Hamstone village of Norton Sub 
Hamdon and the end of day one. 

“Over the days we pass through shady 
woodlands, climb Ham Hill, view magnif¬ 
icent Somerset church towers, all rising it 
seems from the Somerset Levels. 

“At Langport, the mid way point, there’s 
evidence of the past’s lucrative river trade. 
At Westonzoyland we’re close to the very 
first pumping station of the moors. A sce¬ 
nic walk beside the Bridgwater and 
Taunton Canal, leads us to Bridgwater, 


once famous for its brick and tile industry. 

“Day five, our very last day, is a won¬ 
derful walk alongside a wide, river to its 
mouth at Stert Point. 

“And then at the Bird Hide we’ll look to¬ 


ward Wales and behind us the Dorset 
Hills, 50 miles away.”

The project will explore the impact and long-term ef¬ 
fects of the conflict on Somerset, and look at the many 
ways in which Somerset people, their families and com¬ 
munities have remembered the war.

CLUB HISTORY 


CHARDTown F.C. was formed in 1920 and originally 
played at Bonfire Close. 

On this ground they built a wooden stand and a 
few years later when they moved to their present 
ground at Zembard Lane, they took the stand with 
them. 

The ground is well known for its slope from end to 
end of some 12ft., which was even greater in the 
early years but a concerted effort saw earth trans¬ 
ported from top to bottom, the evidence can be 
seen at the bottom end behind the goalposts where 
the adjoining cricket field slopes away. 

Also within the complex is the Tennis & Cricket 
Clubs and the entire area is known as Dening Sports 
Field. The whole area has been used for sport since 
the mid 1800's and is owned by the successor of Bass 
Brewery. A long lease has recently been granted 
which will give the Club an opportunity to move for¬ 
ward. The current changing rooms were built in 
1974, at which point the old grandstand was demol¬ 
ished. The present capacity of the ground is some 
1,000 with seating for 50 and hardstandings on three 
sides. 

The Chard Town are known as the 'Robins' with all 
red as the main strip. Competition wise, Chard Town 
had a brief spell in the Somerset Senior League be¬ 
forejoining the local Perry Street League where they 
played until 1949. From there they rejoined the Som¬ 
erset Senior League and won the championship at 
the first attempt in 1949/50. They also went on to 
win the title a further four times in 1953/54,1959/60, 
1967/68, and 1969/70 while also gaining success in 
the Somerset Senior Cup, which they also won in 
1952/53 and 1966/67. The Somerset Senior League 
Cup was won in 1962, 1972 and 1976 when they 
were elected to join the Western League. After play¬ 
ing for seven years in Division One of the Western 
League they gained Promotion to the Premier Divi¬ 
sion as runners-up in season 1983/84. They spent 
three seasons in the higher flight before being rele¬ 


gated in 1987, when they immediately gained pro¬ 
motion again the following year. Further success 
came in the 1988/89 season when they were win¬ 
ners of the South West Counties Cup. They played at 
Premier Division Level in what was then known as 
the Great Mills Western League until being relegated 
in 1993. In 1995/96 they regained Premier Division 
status by finishing runners-up to Bridgwater Town, 
losing out on the title on goal difference. Chard Town 
were relegated at the end of the 1997/98 season to 
Division One of the Western League by the narrow 
margin of one point, where they continued to play 
until gaining promotion to the Premier Division of 
the Toolstation Western League in the 2005/2006 
season.

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The importance of exercise as you get older 


PHYSICAL activity and exercise can help you stay 
healthy, energetic and independent as you get older. 
Adults aged 65 and over spend on average 10 hours 
or more each day sitting or lying down. This makes 
them the most sedentary age group. They're paying 
a high price for their inactivity, with higher rates of 
falls, obesity, heart disease and early death com¬ 
pared with the general population. As you get older, 
it's even more important that you remain active if 
you want to stay healthy and maintain your inde¬ 
pendence. If you don't stay active, all the things 
you've always enjoyed doing and taken for granted 
start to become that little bit harder. You may strug¬ 
gle to pursue simple pleasures, such as playing with 
the grandchildren, walking to the shops, leisure ac¬ 
tivities and meeting up with friends. You might start 
to get aches and pains that you never had before, and 
have less energy to go out. You may also be more vul¬ 
nerable to falling. This can all lead to being less able 
to look after yourself and do the things you enjoy. 

Strong evidence 

There’s strong scientific evidence that people who 
are active have a lower risk of heart disease, stroke, 
type 2 diabetes, some cancers, depression and de¬ 
mentia. 

What doesn’t count? 

Daily chores such as shopping, cooking or house¬ 
work don’t count towards your 150 minutes because 
the effort isn't hard enough to increase your heart 
rate. 

If you want to stay pain-free, reduce your risk of 
mental illness, and be able to go out and stay inde¬ 
pendent well into old age, you need to keep moving. 
It's that simple. There are lots of ways you can get ac¬ 




tive, and it's not just about exercising. Most people 
as they get older want to keep in touch with society - 
their community, friends and neighbours - and 
being active is a way to ensure that they can keep 
doing that. 

What is physical activity? 

Physical activity is anything that gets your body 
moving. It can include anything from walking to 
recreational sport. 

The first thing to bear in mind as you get older is to 
keep moving. On a basic level, that means making 
sure you don't spend hours on end sitting down dur¬ 
ing the day. This means avoiding long periods of TV 
viewing, computer use, driving, and sitting to read, 
talk or listen to music. While some activity is better 
than none at all, to get the maximum health benefit, 
you should aim to do at least 150 minutes (2 hours 
and 30 minutes) of moderate-intensity aerobic activ¬ 
ity every week. Aim to do something every day, 
preferably in bouts of 10 minutes of activity or more. 
The more you do, the greater the health gains. One 
way of achieving your weekly physical activity target 
is to do 30 minutes on at least five days a week. 

On at least two days a week, activities should in¬ 
clude those that strengthen muscles and bones, such 
as weight training, carrying heavy loads and heavy 
gardening. 

Examples of moderate-intensity aerobic activities 
include: 
walking fast 
doing water aerobics 

riding a bike on level ground or with few hills 
playing doubles tennis 
pushing a lawn mower

FOCUS on the things you're grateful for. The 
longer you live, the more you lose. But as you 
lose people and things, life becomes even more 
precious.

Property Market continues to 
surf the wave of good news! 


By Mark Savill 


THE CBI is the latest to 
wade in with a raft of pos¬ 
itive news for the econ¬ 
omy. Corporate 

investment next year is 
forecast to be the highest 
since 2007 - a sharp rise in 
business pick up. It is also 
increasing their forecast 
for economic growth in 
2013 from 1 % to 1.2% and 
for next year from 2% up 
to 2.3%. Director General 
John Cridland called for a 
"full blown rebalancing of 
our economy with 
stronger business invest¬ 
ment and trade before we 
can all a sustainable recov¬ 
ery" but even this note of 
caution cannot disguise 
the upbeat economic out¬ 
look. 

For property, rightmove 
reported a monthly fall in 
asking prices of 1.8% 
against August last year - 
but with an underlying 
trend that is still 8.8% up 
against last year.

VOLKSWAGEN has released the first details of its pow¬ 
erful new Volkswagen Golf R, which is set to take to the 
stage at the Frankfurt Motor Show next month. With a 
2.0-litre turbocharged petrol engine producing 300 PS 
and 380 Nm (280 lbs ft), and transferring its power to the 
road via the latest 4MOTION four-wheel drive system, 
the new Golf R is the fastest-accelerating production 
Golf yet, with a zero to 62 mph time of just 5.3 seconds 
(compared with 5.7 seconds for the previous model), or 
4.9 seconds when fitted with the optional six-speed DSG 
gearbox. Top speed is electronically limited to 155 mph. 

The new Golf R isn't just faster, either: with combined 
fuel consumption of 39.8 mpg (40.9 mpg for the DSG

version), and C02 emissions as low as 159 g/km it is up 
to 18 per cent more efficient than its predecessor. 

At the heart of the R is a newly developed version of 
the EA888 TSI engine used in the latest Golf GTI, but in 
this application producing 300 PS. Compared with the 
GTI's powerplant, the Golf R's engine has a modified 
cylinder head, exhaust valves, valve seats and springs, 
pistons, injection valves and turbocharger. 

The Golf R's four-wheel drive is the latest fifth-genera¬ 
tion Haldex system. Under low loads or when coasting, 
the rear axle is decoupled, helping to reduce fuel con¬ 
sumption. It takes only fractions of a second for drive to 
the rear axle to be engaged via the Haldex coupling, 
which is actuated by an electro-hydraulic pump. If nec¬ 
essary, almost 100 per cent of power can be transferred 
to the rear axle. 

The Golf R rides on specially tuned springs and 
dampers, with a ride height that's 20 mm lower than that 
of the standard Golf (and 5 mm lower than that of the 
GTI). Adaptive Chassis Control will be available as an op¬ 
tion. Like the GTI and GTD, the Golf R is equipped with 
progressive steering, which reduces the number of turns 
lock to lock to just 2.1, rather than 2.75, making for an 
enhanced dynamic driving experience. 

Visually, the Golf R is distinguished by its new front 
bumper design, with large air inlets, modified radiator 
grille with 'R' logo and newly developed daytime run¬ 
ning lights that are integrated into the standard bi¬ 


xenon headlights. At the side, there are bespoke body- 
colour sills, while behind the standard 18-inch alloy 
wheels with 225/40 tyres are black-painted brake 
calipers with 'R' logos. The brakes themselves are all ven¬ 
tilated discs: 30 mm by 340 mm at the front and 22 mm 
by 310 mm at the rear. At the rear, there are smoked LED 


tail lights, an 'R'diffuser and four chrome-tipped exhaust 
pipes - two at either side. 

The interior features sports seats with a cloth centre 
section and Alcantara bolsters, while the instrument 
dials are bespoke for the R, and include typical touches 
such as blue needles.
